They 
exhibit their ultimate control: "As far as your parents are concerned, you are 
already dead 

The novel is split up into sections: FART THE FIRST (I50 Simple Passions), 
PART THE SECOND (150 Complex Passions), PART THE THIRD (I50 Criminal Passions), 
and PART THE FOURTH (I50 Iturcerous Passions). These have been changed in SALC 
to three circles: THE CIRCLE OF MANIAS, THE CIRCLE OF EXCREISNT , and THE CI^LE 
OF BLOOD. These "circles” represent the circular descent from Dante’s INFERNO. 
I'hough the victims never make it back to The First Circle. Pasolini had planned 
to do two more films based on Dante's PLUC-ATORY and PARADISE but his brutal 
murder left us only the first in the trilogy (Pasolini's first trilogy was called 
"The Trilogy of Light" which included ARABIAN NIGHTS and CANTERBURY TALES .) 

THE CIRCLE OF l^ANIAS is several scenes based on stories describing 
bizarre sexual fetishes which include a story by a prostitute of her 
molestation by a priest. Another story includes a man that masturbates 
while watching a woman give birth. When the head apoears, he discharges. 

The same Circle involves a scene of considerable humilation: the 
teenagers are forced to cra-wl around like dogs nude. When one of the Masters 
is still unsatisfied, he hides several nails in a ball of cheese then 
orders one girl to eat it. The Taster is..plsased at the face the girl makes 
when blood pours from her mouth from the hidden surprise. 

THE CIRCLE OF EXCRFIT^NT is quite obvious and the most disturbing part 
about SALO . Coprophilia is probably the most taboo subject in film (Except 
for child sex.). All the teenagers, at one time or another, are forced to 
eat fecas as a daily ritual or punishment. Coprophilia is a major area in 
the novel too. 

The final Circle, THE CIRCLE CF 3LCCD is the actual physical torture. 

These various scenes are shewn from the persoectiva of whichever Taster is 
v.'atching the other three burn, whip, or mutilate the remaining slaves. 

Though SALO isn’t as graphic as today’s cheap f ilmed-or.-vicao quickies, 
it’s much more intelligent, thought out, and scary. Scary as in there are 
peools out there with similar tastes. They don’t have the pc-.ver to take it 
out on as many individuals as in SALO all at once so they do it one by one 
over a long period of time. 

Those viewers that may think there is som.e kind of moral to be learned 
here, forget it. There is no sympathy here for the victims. No rationalizations. 
Nothing. Sadism is for real or not at all with brutal and unending consequencies . 
Though there maybe more human feelings in SALC than the novel but Pasolini 
’.rnsn't the man that would have us murder our neighbors.

"Naturally”, it is more than just a 

hobby. It is an obsession - a fetish. It 
is why we sit through mean spirited, anti- 
human films like CANKIBAL HOLOCAUST, SALO, 
and now NEKROMAHTIK. Films that have no 
sympathy for mankind. Or do they? Maybe the 
makers of these films know more about human- 
ity than we think. 

Movies that are so brutally hideous 
that we ask ourselves a subcutaneous "Vfhy?” 
during the fifth or sixth viewing, a 

. question generally numbed by our enjoyment. 
Could these movies be visual manifestations 
of our contempt for a moribund culture or an 
ointment of sublimation? I must admit, if I 
were to see Joe's Streetcleaning Agency 
pick up my mutilated corpse on home video, 
my primary reaction would be a smile. 

Herein lies one of NEKROMANTIKs most 
disturbing aspects - it is a pleasure to 
watch. Fob and Betty's oolleotion of jarred 
organs and corpse's are the logical develop- 
mont of collectibles - much cheaper than 
guns, and much more honest and congruent 
with psychopathologies leitmotif: Our time- 
loss fascination with sex and death. Rob 
and Betty's obsession, however, cannot be 
satiated by John Wayne or Clint' Eastwood 
but by necrophiliac indulgencerwhich ends 
in the "beautiful" and erotic suicide of 
Rob, with death as the ultimate orgasm. 

Under splices of skinned rabbit we can see 
the reversal of orgasm - just as the rabbit 
is reskinned, signifying the sick loop in 
which Rob and betty are trapped, death and 
procreation spasm with Rob's sure way of 
regaining his lover: (Romantic) Love and 
death's conspiracy is reborn in the final 
scene .
